WHAT AILS THE 
NATION? 
The present conflict between labor and capital, the threatening aspect of 
the trusts, the control of almost every commodity by a combine 
to throttle 
competition has set the people thinking and thinking 
very seriously w hat is 
the..matter, what is the cause of all this trouble, 
At such a juncture it is not surprising that even logical 
minds are caught 
by the plausible theories advanced by socialism, for in the present crisis so 
ram pant are the trusts that government ownership is put forward as a plausi­ 
ble remedy; but where dishonesty and corruption are supreme the co-opera­ 
tive commonwealth is an impossibility. 
Municipal ownership proves successful only where It Is honestly carried 
out on behalf of the people. Where we have so much political corruption, so 
many defalcations, so many bunk wreckings, we cannot em bark in any ex­ 
tensive scheme of municipal ownership with any hope of improving present 
conditions. 
But present conditions must be Improved or else we shall soon have a 
question upon our hands of the proportions of the slave question a generation 
ago. 
The combinations of w e a lt^ th a t throttle 
competition and 
a t will levy 
tribute upon the necessaries o fiife, m ust be banished or else they will lead 
to revolution and bloodshed. 
Several simple remedies are proposed 
but 
to 
remedy such a state of affairs is not a simple matter. 
The average citizen finds something radically wrong. 
Ile appeals to the 
nearest government authority over him 
to the town or city, hut neither of 
these can Improve m atters to any great extent. 
They look up to the next governing power, the state, and 
assert that 
they are hampered In their freedom, that they are denied the 
right of self­ 
government iuid to a large extent th, y are. 
But the state disclaims responsibility for their condition. 
It claims that 
its citizens are suffering from national policies, which It has no power to 
modify. 
* 
The high tariff wall behind which the trusts have entrenched them ­ 
selves is one of the worst of the abuses 
that 
demand immediate 
change. 
Yet the party responsible for this pulley refuses to change It because It 
means the support of the trusts against the Interests of the people. 
The state turns to the national government for relief. Then what? 
lf the national government responded to the will of the people it might 
bring relief, but It does not. 
The fathers of this republic were «o much afraid of n relapse to monarchy 
that they set so many checks and bain nee a In the constitution, so many b ar­ 
riers to change that they practically made progress impossible, for progress 
Is change ami in forbidding change the fathers forbade progress. The con­ 
stitution was a compromise and compromises usually 
diverge 
from strict 
Justice. 
What Is the result? It is a state of affairs fully as bad lf not worse than 
the danger which the fathers so zealously guarded against. 
Congress is powerless to aet and the great 
power 
of 
government 
has 
passed to the president who exercises more authority than any king or em ­ 
peror in Europe. 
If we had a system of government that would give effect to the will of 
the people In a reasonable time all the leading evils of which we complain 
today could be easily remedied. 
In the first place the old fashioned and absurd electoral college enables a 
minority of the voters to defeat a majority. 
This was shown Sn 1824 when General Jackson received 50,551 votes more 
than John Quincy Adams, w ho became president. 
Again in 1876 Tilden received 250,935 votes more than did Hayes, yet Mr. 
Hayes was inaugurated. 
Still later, In I8a8, Cleveland received 98,017 votes more than 
Harrison, 
yet the latter was declared elected. 
So much for one way of defeating the will of the people. There Is another 
equally bad. 
The constitution provides that each state shall have two representatives 
in the senate. 
Under thiB rule one voter in Nevada will have the same rep­ 
resentation as ISG in New York. 
If these senators were honestly chosen the ease would not be so bad; but 
In a great m any cases they purchase their seats and the men who stoop to 
such methods lose no opportunity of using their influential positions after­ 
wards to betray the people for private gain. 
Election by the people will pre­ 
vent the purchase of places In the senate; but that will not remedy the en­ 
tire evil. 
Probably the worst evil is that by which the people are baffled by the 
failure of congress to respond to the popular will. 
The house of representatives is the most democratic, the closest to the 
people, being chosen once In two yenis on 
Hie 
baals of population. 
The 
party with the largest vote in the country has usually the largest vote in 
the house, but against this is set the opposition of the senate and the veto 
power of the president. It is only when the other branches of the govern­ 
ment are In accord with the house that they represent the will of the people. 
During the twenty-five years from March, 1875. to March. 1900, both the 
president and the senate have been in political accord with the house but 
for seven years. For the remaining eighteen years one or both have been at 
issue with the house. 
Thus only seven years In a quarter of a century fyss the government of 
the United States responded to the will of the people, as does the parliament 
of England. 
Whenever the party in power In England meets an adverse vote In p ar­ 
liament the ministry resigns to make way for one that will carry out the 
will of the people. Thus the most Im portant questions are readily settled as 
the people dictate, but here the people are baffled. Furtherm ore, the con­ 
gressional deadlocks between senate and house, between both houses and the 
president, or between the great political turtles are instrumental In shifting 
power from congress to the president until he is today more powerful than 
any monarch in existence. 
One very dangerous power placed in his hands 
Is that of syndicating his office by collusion with the trusts. 
What then are the conclusions to be drawn from these facts us to w’hat 
alls the nation' 
First, that the electoral college should be abolished; second, 
that United States senators should be elected by the people, and third, that 
amended so as to enable congress to respond tu the

WHAT AILS THE 
NATION? 


T he present conflict betw een labor and .capital, the th reaten in g aspect of 
the trusts, the control of alm ost every comm odity by a combine to th ro ttle 
com petition has set the people thinking uiui thinking very seriously w hat Is 
th e m atter, w hat is the cause of all this trouble, 
At such a Juncture It is not surprising (hat even logical m inds are c au g h t 
IJT the plausible theories advanced by socialism, for In the present crisis so 
ra m p a n t are the tru s ts th a t governm ent ow nership is put forw ard as a plausi­ 
ble rem edy; bu t w here dishonesty and corruption a re su prem e the co-opera­ 
tiv e com m onw ealth Is an impossibility. 
Municipal ow nership proves successful only w here It Is honestly carried 
Out on- behalf of the people. 
W here w e have so m uch political corruption, so 
m a n y defalcations, so m any bank wreckings, we can n o t e m b a rk In a n y e x ­ 
tensive schem e of municipal ow nership with any hope of im proving present 
conditions. 
B ut present conditions m ust be im proved or else we shall soon have a 
question upon our hands of the proportions of the slave question a generation 
ago. 
The com binations of w ealth th a t th ro ttle 
com petition 
an d at will levy 
trib ute upon the necessaries of life, m u s t be banished or else they will lead 
to revolution and bloodshed. 
Several sim ple rem edies a re proposed 
but 
to 
remedy such a sta te of affairs Is not a simple m atter. 
T he av erag e citizen linda so m ething radically wrong. 
He appeals to the 
nearest go vernm ent a u th o rity over h im —to the town or city, but neither of 
these can Improve m a tte rs to an y great extent. 
T hey look up to the next governing power, the state, 
and 
assert th a t 
they are ham pered in their freedom, th a t they ure denied the right of self­ 
governm ent and to a large exten t th ey are. 
B u t the state disclaim s responsibility for their condition. 
It claim s th a t 
Its cltisens are suffering from national policies, which It h a s no pow er to 
modify. 
T he high tariff wall behind which the tru sts h av e entrenched th e m ­ 
selves is one of the w orst of th e abuses 
th a t 
dem and Im m ediate 
change. 
Y et the p arty responsible for this policy refuses to chan ge It because it 
m ean s the support of the tru sts ag ainst the Interests of the people. 
’ The state tu rn s to the national governm ent for relief. 
Then w hat? 
lf the national governm ent responded to the will of the people it m ight 
bring relief, but it floes not. 
The fa th ers of this republic were so m uch afraid of a relapse to m onarchy 
th a t they set so m an y checks an d balances In the constitution, so m any b a r­ 
riers to change th a t they practically m ad e progress impossible, for progress 
Is chang e and in forbidding ch an ge the fath ers forbade progress. The con­ 
stitution was a com prom ise and com prom ises usually 
diverge 
from strict 
justice. 
W h a t Is the result? 
It Is a s ta te of affairs fully as bad lf not worse th an 
the d an g er which the fath ers so zealously guarded ag ainst. 
Congress is powerless to a c t and the g rea t 
power 
of 
governm ent 
ha* 
passed to the president who exercises more autho rity th a n uny king or e m ­ 
peror In Europe. 
# 
If we had a system o f g ov ernm ent th a t would give effect to the will of 
the people In a reasonable tim e all the leading evils of w hich we com plain 
today could be easily remedied. 
In the first p late the old fashioned an d ubsurd electoral college enables a 
m inority of the voters to defeat a m ajority. 
This w as show n in 1824 when G eneral Jack so n received 50,551 votes more 
th a n John Quincy Adams, who became president. 
A gain In 1876 Tilden received 250,935 votes more th a n did lluyes, yet Mr. 
H a y e s w as Inaugurated. 
Still later, in 1888, Cleveland received 98,017 votes more th an 
H arrison, 
yet the la tte r was declared elected. 
So m uch for one way of defeating the will of the people. T here fcv an o th er 
equally bad. 
The constitution provide* that each state shall have tw o representatives 
in the senate. 
U nder this rule one voter in N evad a will h ave the sam e re p ­ 
resentation as 135 In New York. 
If these sen ato rs were honestly chosen the case would n ot be sn bad; but 
in a great m any cases they p u rch ase their seats and the men who stoop to 
such methods lose no opportunity of using th eir influential positions a fte r­ 
wards to b etray the people for private gain. 
Election by the people will p re ­ 
vent the purchase of places In the seriate; but that will not rem edy the e n ­ 
tire evil. 
Probably the worst evil is that by which the people are baffled by the 
failure of congress to respond to the popular will. 
The house of representatives is the most dem ocratic, th e closest to Un­ 
people, being chosen once in two y e a rs on 
the 
basis of population. 
T he 
party with the largest vote In the cou ntry has usually th e largest vote in 
the house, but against this is set the opposition of the sen ate and the veto 
power of the president. It is only when the o th er bran ch es of the govern­ 
ment are In accord with the house th a t they represent the will of the people. 
During the twenty-five years from M arch, 1875, to M arch, IWK), both the 
president and the sen ate have been In political accord w ith the house but 
for seven years. For the rem aining eighteen years one o r both have been a t 
Issue with the house. 
Thus only seven y ears In a q u a rte r of a century h a s th e governm ent of 
th e United States responded to the will of the people, a s does the parliam ent 
of England. 
W henever the p arty in pow er In E ng lan d m eets un ad v erse Vote In p a r ­ 
liament th e m inistry resigns to m ak e w ay for une th a t will carry o u t the 
will of the people. T h us th e m ost im p o rtan t questions a re readily settled a s 
th e people dictate, 
but 
here the people ure baffled. 
F u rth erm o re, the co n­ 
gressional deadlocks between senate und house, betw een both houses aud the 
president, or betw een the g reat political p arties are in s tru m e n ta l In shifting 
power from congress to the president until he Is today m ore powerful th an 
any monarch In existence. 
One very dangerous power placed in his h ands 
is that of syndicating his office by collusion w ith the tru sts. 
What then are the conclusions to be druw u from these facts as to w hat 
ails the n ation ? 
F irst, th a t the electoral college should be abolished; second, 
t h a t United Btates senators should be elected by the people, and third, th a t 
the constitution m ust be am ended Boas to enable congress to respond to the 
will of the people in a reasonable time. 
These changes will eventually be the aim s of the fu tu re 
dem ocracy and 
th e y a re all n ecessary to give effect to the will of the people and restrain 
mammoth com binations from controlling the governm ent und setting a t defi­ 
ance the will of th e sovereign people.

CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE 


KOR 


WHAT AILS T H E 
NATION? 
The present conflict between labor and capital, the threatening aspect of 
the trusts, the control of almost every commodity by a combine to throttle 
competition has set the people thinking and thinking very seriously w hat is 
the matter, w hat is the cause of all this trouble. 
At such a juncture It is not. surprising that even logical minds are caught 
fey the plausible theories advanced hy socialism, for In the present crisis so 
ram pant are the tru sts that government ownership is put forward us a pluusi- 
hie remedy; but where dishonesty and corruption are supreme the co-opera­ 
tive commonwealth is an impossibility. 
Municipal ownership proves successful only where It la honestly carried 
out on behalf of the people. Where we have so much political corruption, so 
many defalcations, so many bank wreckings, we cannot em bark in any ex­ 
tensive scheme of municipal ownership with any hope of Improving present 
conditions. 
But present conditions must be Improved or else w’e shall soon have a 
Question upon our hands of the proportions of the sluve question a generation 
Ago. 
The combinations of wealth th a t throttle 
competition 
and at will levy 
tribute upon the necessaries of life, m ust be banished or else they will lead 
to revolution and bloodshed. 
Several simple remedies are proposed 
but 
to 
remedy such a state of affairs is not a simple matter. 
The average citizen finds something radically wrong. 
He appeals to the 
nearest government authority over him —to the town or city, but neither of 
these can improve m atters to any great extent. 
They look up to the next governing power, the state, 
and 
assert that 
they are hampered in their freedom, th a t they are denied the right of self­ 
government and to a large extent they are. 
But the state disclaims responsibility for their condition. It claims that 
Its citlsens are suffering from national policies, which it has no power to 
modify. 
The high tariff wall behind which the trusts have entrenched them ­ 
selves is one of the worst of the abuses 
that 
demand Immediate 
change. 
Yet the party responsible for this policy refuses to change It because It 
means the support of the trusts against the interests of the people. 
The state turns to the national governm ent for relief. Then what? 
If the national government responded to the will of the people it might 
taring relief, but It does not. 
The fathers of this republic were so much afraid of a relapse to monarchy 
th a t they set so m any checks arid balances In the constitution, so many bar­ 
riers to change th a t they practically made progress impossible, for progress 
is change and in forbidding change the fathers forbade progress. The con­ 
stitution was a compromise and compromises usually 
diverge 
from strict 
Justice. 
W hat is the result? It is a state of affairs fully as had if not worse than 
the danger which the fathers so zealously guarded against. 
Congress is powerless to act and the great 
power 
of 
government 
has 
passed to the president who exercises more authority than any king or em­ 
peror in Europe. 
If we had a system of government th a t would give effect to the will of 
the people In a reasonable time all the leading evils of which we complain 
today could be easily remedied. 
In the tlrst place the old fashioned 
and 
absurd electoral college enables a 
minority of the voters to defeat a majority. 
This was shown in 1824 when General Jackson received 60,651 votes more 
than John Quincy Adams, who became president. 
Again in 1876 Tilden received 250,935 votes more than did Hayes, yet Mr. 
Hayes was inaugurated. 
Still later, in 1888, Cleveland received 98,017 votes more than 
Harrison, 
yet the latter was declared elected. 
So much for one way of defeating the will of the people. There is another 
equally bad. 
The constitution provides that each state shall have two representatives 
In the senate. Under this rule one voter In Nevuda will have the same rep­ 
resentation as 185 in New York. 
If these senators were honestly chosen the case would not be se bad; but 
In a great many cases they purchase their seats and tho men who stoop to 
such methods lose no opportunity of using their intluetitiai positions after­ 
w ards to betray the people for private gain. 
Election by the people will pre­ 
vent the purchase od places in the senate; but th a t will not remedy the en­ 
girt evil. 
Probably the w orst evil is that by which the people are baffled by the 
failure of congress to respond to the popular will. 
The house of representatives is the most democratic, the closest to the 
people, being chosen once in two yeais on 
the 
baals of population. 
The 
party with the largest vote in the country has usually the largest vote In 
the bouse, hut ag ain st this it set the opposition of the senate and the veto 
pawer of the president. It is only when the other branches of the govern­ 
ment are in aocord w ith the bouse th at they represent the will of the people. 
During the twenty-five years from March, 1876, to March, 1990. both the 
president and the senate have been in political accord with the house but 
for seven years. For the remaining eighteen years -one or both have been at 
Issue with the house. 
Thus only seven years In a quarter of a century has the government of 
the United States responded to the will of the people, as does the parliament 
of England. 
Whenever the party in power In England meets an adverse vote In p ar­ 
liament the ministry resigns to make way for one that will carry out the 
will of the people. Thus the most im portant questions are readily settled s s 
the people dictate, but here the people are baffled. Furtherm ore, the con­ 
gressional deadlocks between senate and house, between both houses and the 
president, or between the great political parties are Instrumental in shifting 
power from congress to the president until he is today more powerful than 
any monarch In existence. 
One very dangerous power placed in Ids hands 
Is that of syndicating his ©Aloe by collusion with the trusts. 
W hat then are the conclusions to be draw n from th e s e f a c ts a s to what 
ails the nation! 
First, that the electoral c o lle g e should b e a b o lish e d ; se co n d , 
th a t United States senators should be elected by tbs people, and th ir d , that 
the constitution m ust be amended ho as to enable c o n g r e s s to respond to tbs 
w ill of the people In a reasonable time. 
These changes will eventually be the alms of the future democracy and 
the} are all necessary to give effect to the will of the people and restrain 
m am m oth combinations from controlling Ute government and setting a t defi­ 
ance the will of tho sovereign people.
